Describe architectural features- Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This 1 1/2-story, gable-roof ed^ rectangular^ 3 x 2-bay house is exemplary of 
the main block of a common Eastham house fom, but in this case the typical 
lateral wing was nsver constructed. Expansions extend to the rear (east): a 
1 1/2-story, gable-roofed, ell leads to a narrower, 1-story, addition. One- 
story bays have also been added to the north and south elevations of the main 
block and shed dormers have been installed on both slopes. On the north 
slope, the 4-bay dormer extends to the rear ell. As is typical of the main 
block on the more common L-shaped house form, the facade boaste 3 windows on 
the upper story ♦ Fenestration consists of 6/6, double-hung sash with plain 
trim, here smaller on the second level, and 8/8, double-hung sash on the 
rear ell. A picture window has been installed in the hip-roofed bay on the 
south elevation and a Victorian, decorative paned, fixed sash window 
illuminates the square bay on the north elevation. Other detail is limited to 
wide end boards, boxed molded cornice with a small return and a narrow frieze. 
The trabeated entry with a wooden, 6-panel door lacks transom as is common to 
Eastham, but includes side lights and molded trim. The rebuilt chimney sits 
off center to the ridge line of the mdn block*

Title research by Eastham Historical Society on file at the archives 
attributes this property to James ( 1818-December 8,1895) and 
Hannah L. (Knowles) Rogers (1823-1890) who purchased the property (Bk. 55; 
Pg. 387) from the Estate of Freeman Knowles (1779-1838) in 1850. James and 
Hannah Rogers paid $430 for: 12 acres of land (no dwelling mentioned) plus an 
additional 2-acre parcel, a 1/2-acre peat swamp, 2 acres of beach fields, 
"undivided with Edmund F. Knowles (a son of Freeman Rogers) and others," as 
well as aboujt 500 feet of saltworks, the "third string from the cove." 

Notes in the file are contradictory, once referring to some grantors as 
children of James Rogers and in another instance as grandchildren of James and 
Hannah Rogers, the children of Elliot W. Rogers of South Boston, and 
Jane Douglas of Honey Creek, Connecticut. In either case, Rogers' heirs, 
Mary O. MacWilliams (or McWiliams) of South Bostpn, Jessie A. Rogers, 
Elsie B. Rogers, James W. Rogers of Newton and Jessie E. Laier of Swampscott, 
transferred their inherited shares (Bk. 430; Pg. 115) to Charles A. Rogers of 
Eastham, an unmarried son or grandson of James Rogers. Charles A. Rogers had 
previously purchased 20 acres for $5.00 f^^m^'Oiames Rogers in 1895 and parts of 
the homestead from Mary O. and Gilbert N. McWilliams and Elliot W. Rogers in 
1897 for $1 in each case. Charles A. Rogers is listed as a carpenter in the 
1901 Directory of Eastham. He apparently continued to live here through 1927.
